My sculptures have always been deeply rooted with concerns of 
volume, mass, and fundamental strength. 1 am able to develop my 
ideas through careful planning and various considerations telated to 
their fabrication.

My ideal concept of art is that which 
achieves a full interaction with audience. 
That interaction should be so full that the

Junior Glenn VanHouten (Norwich, 
NY) led in rebounding, pulling down 149 boards and 
received All-SUNYAC honors. Andre Robinson 
(Bronx,NY), the team's lone senior led the cardinals 
in blocks this season, and was second in rebounding.

The sisters of the Alpha Kappa Phi Sorority (Agos) have been ordered to halt their current pledging program as Public Safety 
investigates alleged incidents involving hazing. 

Prompted by letters from "concerned" faculty members, and reports of two anonymous phone calls made to the "Hazing 
Hotline" - an anonymous telephone line set up especially for those who suspect the possibility of hasing-the sorority was informed 
by me Office of Student Affairs to "cease and desist" any and all pledging activities until Public Safety complete> its invest Ration. 

Distraught members of Alpha Kappa Phi, who have not yet been given the opportunity to confront their "accusers", gathered 
tn disaiss the issue of the on-going charges and allegations being made. 

President Kelly Begin said, 
"\\ l" emphatically deny any and 
.ill charges or allegations of 
hazing made against Alpha 
Kappa Phi and its members. 
This sorority, the first in 
PLiitshurgh, strongly rooted in 
ion has been serving the 
omunity for over 104 years." 

With all the other sisters 
pttsent, nodding in agreement, 
she added, "We have never 
ken involved in or engaged in, 
or condoned any kind of 
activity, especially hazing, that 

igainst the values and 
virtues on which the sorority 
was founded."

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tudents Fired Up About Budget Cuts 



The new budget is on the desk tor the State Universities of New York. All SUNY schools will k 
affected by the proposed budget. The students ot Plattsburgh should be concerned with what the 
governor and state government have in store tor next year. The 1997-98 Executive Budget has called 
for a $64 million budget cut tor SUNY. This also includes a mandate tuition increase of $400. 
Financial aid programs such as tuition assistance (TAP) will be affected by severe cuts. President Horace J udson 
said, "Our position here at Plartsburgh is that it is critical that we have at a minimum steady state budget. We need 
that kind of stability, and we don't believe at this point students can stand a significant tuition increase of $400." It the 
new budget proposed had no tuition hike, the budget cut for SUNY would total $124 million. Plattsburgh would have 
loss of $2.5 million. 

Money is not the only thing that will be cut ;80-85 position could be eliminated. For students, this could mean a 
decrease in classes and an increase in class size. The 
tuition increase will make the cost ot tuition tor the 
1997-98 school year $3,800. "Are we getting anything 
extra for the $400 increase.' No, only cut backs. We 
should be yetting more teachers, more programs, ect. 
from the increase in tuition," replied LeSean Redmond, 
president of central affairs. This is an eleven percent jump 
in tuition from the past year. If this proposal is passed, in 
seven years, Pittsburgh's tuition will increase 181 per- 
cent. 

Many students at Plattsburgh receive financial aid to 
assist them in paying tuition, such as TAP. The 1997-98 
Executive Budget is called for severe cuts in TAP, which 
is disturbing news for TAP recipients. 

Jen Coffey, a concerned student, commented, "I 
think a lot ot student like myself who are putting them- 
selves are not 
going to be able to 
come back,'" 
If all the 
proposals ot the 
budget are passed, 
Plartsburgh stu- 
dent will lose 
$934,210 in TAP 
assistance. For the 
2,108 TAP recipi- 
ents here, that is 
not something to 
look forward to . 
For the 500 stu- 
dents that are 
TAP recipients 
and receive award 
in between $2,800 
and $3,085. they 
will suffer a dra- 
matic decrease in 
TAP awards.
